Were you in Broad street station 
Tuesday afternoon along about 5.38 
o'clock, in time to climb aboard the 
new Narberth express? 

What, you didn't know there was 
a new Narberth express? Well, the 
world "do move" as the old darkey 
said. The campaign for additional 
train service from Broad street station 
to Narberth.— 'long about supper 
time, started by "Our Town," has re- 
sulted in the desired express train. 
The new service started Tuesday, and 
will continue indefinitely. Express to 
Narberth leaves Broad street station 
at 5.40, and no stop after you leave 
West Philadelphia, until the train 
reaches Narberth. 

Therefore, "Our Town" takes this 
occasion to thank the Pennsylvania 
Railroad and every individual con- 
nected with the railroad company and 
every one not connected with the rail- 
road who assisted in any way in bring- 
ing about the very much needed ex- 
press train. 

And at the same time we wish to 
say just a few words about the busi- 
ness of needing things and then mak- 
ing up your mind to work for them — • 
and then working, and plugging and 
kicking until you get what you want. 
When this paper first took up the 
question of improved train service to 
Narberth and the series of letters 
stating the case, began appearing, it 
was common talk among some of our 
residents that it was all a waste of 
good ink and valuable white paper. 
What, the Pennsylvania Railroad put 
on an express train to Narberth? For- 
get it, they said. 

But "Our Town" doesn't believe in 
forgetting things. There wasn't any- 
thing sensational about the campaign 
but it was persistent, and the ques- 
tion was carefully studied, and the 
arguments detailed in the letters ad- 
dressed to the railroad company were 
intelligently presented. 

It wasn't long before the case of 
Narberth began reaching those 
officials at Broad street who have the 
"say." And once considered, the 
arguments were found logical and 
actually to the best interests of the 
railroad as well as to the best interest 
of the people of our borough.

CUB'S WEEKLY LETTER 



To the Editor of Our Town. 

I took a trip to the CITY last week 
— don't ask foolish questions, there's 
only one CITY. I only spent a few 
hours there and hence the report of 
my visit must necessarily be short. 

The first thing that impressed me 
was the little trolley cars that run 
up and down Broadway. I tried to 
figure out why they made them so low 
and have come to the conclusion that 
their reason for existence is that the 
streets are frequently blocked and 
pedestrians can readily jump over 
the little cars, which would not be 
possible with cars of normal size. 

I thought that the finest building 
I saw was the Pennsylvania Railroad 
Station. The Grand Central is also 
a handsome structure, but is not to 
be compared with the former for 
beauty. But in one thing the Grand 
Central has the advantage, and that 
is in the matter of convenience for 



passengers. If a man arrives at the 
P. R. R. Station two minutes before 
train time, it. isn't a certainty that he 
is going to catch his train as he has 
- a long way to go to reach the train 
shed. On the other hand, he can ar- 
rive at the Grand Central half a min- 
ute before train time and have plenty 
of time to buy his ticket and catch 
his train. 

It seemed to me that several mil- 
lion people were all rushing around 
trying to find places of amusement, 
and I wondered why some of them 
didn't stay home. I asked one man 
if anybody ever stayed at home in the 
CITY and he said: "No, nobody has 
a home. I pay $10,000 a year for a 
flat and still feel homeless." This 
accounts for the number of theatres 
and their apaarent prosperity. It 
also may account for the fact that 
when a really successful show comes 
to Philadelphia it is pretty well fray- 
ed out. 

I tramped around looking for a 
cigar store and saw only those of 
the United Cigar Stores Company. 
Almost gave up trying to find any 
other when suddenly I saw the sign 
of Godfrey S. Mann, our well known 
Chestnut street tobacconist. His big 
CITY store is probably not run by a 
Philadelphian, because, when I made 
known the fact that I came from 
Narberth, he asked me whether it was 
on the Erie or the B. & O. 

The crowd was so dense at Broad- 
way and Forty-second street that, in 
comparison, Broad and Chestnut 
streets on election night would be 
about as populous as the South Pole 
on New Year's eve. I looked almost 
in vain for a Gentile, however. I 
finally did discover one and asked 
him if he were a native. He replied 
in the negative, stating that he was 
a farmer from Westfield, N. J. 

I noticed particularly the absence 
of change purses such as we Philadel- 
phians carry, but found out later that 
change purses in the CITY are un- 
necessary, because over there no one 
ever gives you back any change. 

I stood in front of the Woolworth 
Building and tried to see the top of 
it, but had such a cramp in the hack 
of my neck that I had to give up. 
Finally a passerby suggested that I 
lie on my back and look up in the 
air, which I did. You will notice 
that the word lie has more than one 
meaning. 

All the methods of transportation 
i7i the CITY are novel to me. Not 
oi.ly did the small trolley cars sur- 
prise me, but the subways and su- 
per-elevated were amazing to one 
who has traveled so little. The su- 
per-elevated, by the way, at night 
looks something like what I imagine 
a, Zeppelin would to anybody seeing 
it for the first time, particularly at 
night. It seemed to me that every 
prominent street in the CITY was 
torn up and if it is really the inten- 
tion to build a network of subways, 
I wonder if there will be anybody 
left to promenade the streets. 

The last thing I saw was the 
Statue of Liberty, and from it I got 
the impression I was at liberty to go 
home, which I immediately did. If 
tho CITY is ever finished, I hope to 
go back there again, but in the mean- 
time Narberth is good enough for me.

To the Editor of Our Town: 

I congratulate the editor, and his 
partner, Mr. Horace R. Hillegas, for 
the success of their efforts to secure 
express service for Narberth. Their 
open letters to the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road Company, published in Our 
Town for some weeks past, have 
borne excellent fruit, inasmuch as ar- 
rangements have been completed for 
the 5.40 from Broad Street Station to 
make its first stop at Narberth, after j 
leaving West Philadelphia, taking ef- j 
feet January 2, 1917. This will be 
particularly acceptable to those who 
have been using the 5.45 or the 6.15 
heretofore, as they can readily ar- 
range their business to take the 5.40, 
in most instances. 

This is a good illustration of the 
truth that anything worth having is 
worth working hard for.
